macrophage inflammatory protein (MIP)-2, interleukin (IL)-6 or keratinocyte-derived chemokine 
(KC).

wherein the subject has an inflammatory lung disease .

71. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the olidgodeoxynucleotide 
consists of the nucleic acid sequence set forth as SEQ ID NO: 14. 

72. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the olidgodeoxynucleotide 
consists of the nucleic acid sequence set forth as SEQ ID NO: 18.

88. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the oligodoexynucleotide 
is modified to prevent degradation. 

89. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the oligodoexynucleotide 
comprises phosphorothioate nucleotides. 
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
